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Trapped Natal Miners. Found Alive

NATAL (CP) — Three totigh 
coal minérs, who told rescuers 
they could have lasted 
weeks longer, walked into the 
fresh air Sunday night. after 
being trapped for more than 80 
hours in a partially-flooded mine 
Shaft. 

Rescue came just hours after 
officials said hope was fading 
rapidly. 

“We knew you would get us,”’ 
Donald Evans told the men who 
clawed their way through 68 
feet of. solid coal in 15 hours 
Sunday after tapping sounds 
were heard. 

Donald Evans, 54, John Krall, 


three ~ 


57, both of Natal, and Frank 
Kutcher, 53, sof Frank,.. were 
found ‘by reseue\créws at 7:55 
p.m. PDT and walked out of the 
mine unaided just five minutes 
later. 

The, trio told rescuers ‘they 
were buffetted by rising waters 
in the pit buf managed to stay 
on their feet and fight thetr way 
to. dry ground in a side shaft. 
They said. they tried five possi- 
ble escape routes but were 
blocked by washed out timbers 
and collapsed tunnels. 

“They were really camped in 
down there,” said mine mana- 
ger Irv Morgan. ‘‘They used 
sack cloth we normally use for 


carrying ventilation pipes in the 
tunnels and made beds for 
themselves.” . 


He said they fixed up a roof to 
keep the constantly dripping 
water off them. 

“Hell, we were holed up in 
there,"" Evans told rescuers. 
“We could have lasted 21 days.” 

They were trapped shortly be- 
fore noon Thursday when —a 
party of 10 miners was blasting 
the reof of a small dome 1,700 
feet from the entrance to the 
Balmer South mine operated by 
Kaiser Resources Ltd. in_ this 
southeastern , British Columbia 
town just 15 miles from-the Al- 
berta border. : 


The blast tore through the 
roof of the shaft and into older 
Workings that had since filled 
up with Water. The crashing 
rubble and water killed three 
other miners. Four. escaped. 

Rescue workers heard faint 
tapping sounds at about 
5:15 a:m. Sunday and they and 
the following shift clawed their 


way through in less than 15 
hours. 
“The men, went through 68 


feet of-solid coal—more-than a 
two-day job—in record time,”’ 
said M. F. Clemmer, spokes- 
man for Kaiser. 

He said -~when the three men 


Walked from the mine it looked. 


as if they were going to work 
and not coming from it. 

“It was the most beautiful 
thing in the world.* 

The men were in good spirits 
as they left the mine. 

“‘We knew you would come to 
get-us,"’ Evans, said. 

“Wouldn't a beer taste good,” 
said Kutcher. 

‘If you're going to the Kooten- 
ay get me one,’* Krall said to 
friends. as the three. miners 
headed for the Michel-Natal

The Formula for Change Comes Later 


FE; reply to questions posed by Mr. 
Stanfield last week, the prime minis- 
ter has made plain the government's 
view that the problem of a formula to 
amend the BNA Act 
should be postponed 
until agreement has 
been reached’ on mat- 
ters of “substance en- 
gaging the parties to 
the present constitu- 
tional review. Unless 
the provinces request 
a change, the federal 
government has no 
intention of present- 
ing its own views of 
the mechanics of change until that stage 
has been reached. ps 

There are strong arguments in favor 
of Mr. Trudeau’s course; not the least of 
them..the very long history of the quest 
for an acceptable formula of amendment 
in Canada- This in fact goes back to 
1926. It is at least a.. reasonable 
assumption that there must be some- 
thing wrong ‘with a method that has 
failed -for four decades to produce 
tangible results. 

In theory, it ought to be easier to 
agree.on the means of change than on 
change itself. This was a favorite theme 
of the kate Mr. Guy Favreau who 
managed for a limited time to persuade 
all the premiers. that it ‘was possible, 
through the Fulton>Favreau formula to 
patriate the constitution without in any

Not Simply Bad Luck 


It ‘was not simply bad luck that 
caused one attempt after another, from 
the time of Mr. Ernest Lapointe to that 
of Mr: Favreau, to end-in disaster. On 
each occasion, some provincial govern- 
ments have been ardent for constitu- 
tional change; others ‘have, regarded 
change with profound suspicion.

For it 
was natural that on reflection the 
various governments would come to 
dwell less of categories than on 
particular cases. In addition,- their 
attention would be directed to hypotheti- 
cal situations. After all, times change 
and assent given today” to an. amending 
formula’ might’ mean trouble later in 
some matter particularly affecting the 
province concerned. There was particu- 
lar concern about built-in vetoes, espe- 
cially as the amending formula itself 
would be rigidly protected, with the

result that a double barrier to change 
might ‘eventually have to be hurdied,’ 


Mr. Trudeau, perhaps with these 
experiences in mind, is currently 
attempting the altemative approach. 


There cafi be no guarantee that this will 
work and he has never claimed any ‘such 
thing. But since the o]der method ended 
in frustration it is surely sensible to try 
the other. 

Some of the issues of substance have 
now been definéd and at least partially 
explored; others must be taken up as the 
work proceeds. If a general consensus 
can be reached, doubtless through hard 
bargaining, on what the 11 governments 
wish to place in the constitution, the 
necessity of amendment will be pushed 
back in time and it may, in the new 
cireumstances, be possible to agree on a 
method of effecting future change. 

This will certainly not eliminate ail 
difficulties since it is likely that some 
provinces, especially in the West, will 
retain their traditional distrust of vetoes. 


» But there is at least a good chance that 


the ancient barrier will finally crumble 
if there is over-all. agreement on the 
substance of constitutional change.

New Deal Became Good Deal 


Abe Fortas’ epic progress 
from New Deal to Wheeler- 
Deal is not only a tale of one 
man’s transfiguration but can 
serve “as” a parable for a 
generation's apotheosis. 

The New Dealers have done 
extremely well by doing a 
little good. 

Lyndon Johnson and Abe 
Fortas are the best-known 
turners of that trick, but 
Washingtoh is .full of Idbby- 
ists, business consultants, 
lawyers~and high-priced 
hustlers of all hues who have 
made millions on a base of 
free-enterprise liberalism. 

Kortas’ particular route was 
both popular and profitable: 
he built a law practice from 
the friends and the friendli- 
ness he learned as a New 
Deal haut-fonctionnaire. 

One example will illustrate 
the idea: as Under-Secretary 
of the Interior in Roosevelt's 
fast cabinet, Fortas was in 
charge of overseeing the 
administration of Puerto Rico, 


Caribbean ‘Colony 


He took his job seriously; in 
instance, he said 
solemnly that management of 
the Caribbean colony's affairs. 
was-.a job for a_ federal 
department, not a private aw 
firm. 

_A year later, he “‘lifted” ae 
Puerto Rican section out of 
Interior and became its rep- 
resentative—in private’ law 
practice, 

Puerto Rico was good to 
Fortas over the years, and the 
compliment was returned. He 
drafted the island's constitu- 
tional instruments, lobbied for 
its interests in Washingon, 
and was a friend of its ruling 
elites, 

The other half of it was that 
Fortas became heavily, and 
lucratively; involved in Puerto 
Rico's economy and politics— 
so much so that he often 
acted as a colonial adminis- 
trator, from a distance. 


Sometimes it wasn’t so 
distant. He was sent by 
President. Johnson to San 


Juan in 1965 to oversee the 
U.S intervention in the nearby 
(where 
Fortas also had economic 
interests); Fortas’s, method

Fortas formed his law firm 
with two'other New Dealers, 
Thurmond Arnold and Paul 
Porter, both of whom brought 
their peculiar historical bag- 
gage and talents along. 

Arnold had been a fierce 
trust-buster in FDR’s justice 
department. 

Just before ‘the Second 
World War he had constructed 
the “Mother Hubbard” anti- 
trust case against the oil

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industry; if it had een 
pressed (it wasn't—the war 
intervened) it would have 
wrecked the oil oligopoly “in 
the U.S. 

So Arnold became a prin- 
cipal adviser on anti-trust law 
in the firm, and it was in that 
area that Arnold, Fortas. and 
Porter made much Of its legal 
reputation. 

Of course, the advice was 
given éxclisively to the trusts 
—Lever Brothers, the Murchi-; 
son (Texas) Empire, Feder- 
ated Department Stores, Coca 
Cola, railroads, dirlines, or 
whatever happened ‘to be 
under the increasingly limp 
guns of the justice depart- 
ment. 


‘Pay Their Dues’ 


The partners learned in the 
New Deal, too, to distract 
attention from their corporate 
interests by befriending help- 
less victims of the system in 
whose profits they shared. 

So from time to time—in 
the earlier days, at least— 
they would “‘pay their dues” 
(in Paul Porter’s phrase) to 
the civil rights and civil 
liberties movements, and 
other worthy causes. 

Fortas defended Owen Lat- 
timore-and other innocents in 
the McCarthy era,. and later 
he was appointed by federal 
courts. to handle the last 
phases of two press-worthy 
constitutional cases—Gideon 
and Durham—which esta b- 
lished new rights for accused 
criminals in regard to police 
investigative procedures and 
insanity tests. 

Because of the partners’ 
reputations and Fortas’s few 
famous cases, the best law- 
school. graduates were at- 
tracted to the firm. 

But in the 1960s they grew 
restless. 

Arnold, Fortas and Porter 
was stingier about its: law- 
yers’ time than many of the 
more “conservative” firms. 

When many young lawyers 
were going south on their 
firm’s time and galary to help 
the civil rights movement, 
Arnold, Fortas and Porter 


would not oblige. Its lawyers 
had to. go during vacation 
time, with no financial help. 

The firm has yet to have a 
Negro associate (out of 50-odd 
lawyers), and until very re- 
cently, would not even hire a 
Negro secretary or clerk. 

The firm was very inter- 
ested in making a great deal 
of money, and that interest 
was crowned with success. 

In 1966, for instance, the top 
partners’ salary was $325,000 
each; second-level salaries 
were worth $225,000; and the 
mere junior partners (those in 
their middle-thirties, more or 
less) got $115,000 that year. 
(Fortas’ wife, Carolyn Agger, 
is a top tax lawyer in Arnold 
and Porter. In the year for 
which figures are quoted, she 
received about $220,000 in 
salary.) 

Fees and retainers were 
enormous: Philip Morris paid 
the firm $1 million a year for 
two years to handle its fight 
against congressional and 
administrative restrictions on 
cigarette advertising. 

The roles of Fortas and his 
partners in the tobacco-lobby- 
ing affair were the sleaziest 
jobs in the firm's history. 

Their influence in Demo- 
cratic Party politics was so 
strong that they were able to 
write reports for congres- 
sional committees right in the 
firm’s offices — with the 
committee’s staff members 
and A, F and P lawyers 
sitting around a table. 


No Effect on Sales 


Fortas himself is said to 
have written the “warning” 
legend now on every package 
of American cigarettes. That 
was the sum of the “restric- 
tions” finally placed on the 
cigarette industry, and it was 
to have no effect on sales. 

What Fortas also did was 
get the industry removed 
from several layers of ad- 
ministrative jurisdiction in 
exchange for accepting. the 
“warning” label. As a result, 
the tobacco) industry emerged 


in much better shape than it | 


entered the fight. 

All that means much more 
than that Arnold, Fortas and 
Porter gave effective counsel.

schools depress her. 

“Each time I walk into one, 
it is with a sinking of the 
heart. The regimented, lock- 
step day (ring bell, take up 
books, shuffle to next class) is 
really too much for any, human 
being’s spirit. Teachers on the 
whole I find a timid, awk- 
ward, unimaginative lot. As 
for the students, all I can do 
is feel heartily sorry for. them 
as they are processed to take 
their dull, grey places in a 
dull, grey society.” 


Fear is death, boredom is 
death. When I go to a public 
school I ‘expect to find — 
usually do find — vitality and 
enthusiasm among the stu- 
dents, curiosity, imagination, 
joy. I hardly ever find these 
things in the high schools. The 
students are sad, apathetic, 
unimaginative, cynical toward 
everything and everybody. 

Certainly, they are cynical 
toward education as I would

“Law Estate’ wields power 
greater even than the total of 
its economic and political 
Yesources. For. there are, in 
practice, no effective checks 
on its operation. 

The relatively small, intel- 
lectually high powered and 
sequestered law firms are 
never-open to view-by -press 
or public. 


Well: Insulated 


Canons of “‘confidentiality”’ 
between lawyer and client are 
extrapolated from their origi- 
nal use-in_ protection of 
individuals who have run afoul 
of the law, to cover extensive 
business dealings between law 
firms and corporate clients 
who in many ways make .the 
law. 

Isolated from mundane con- 
tacts and insulated from at- 
tacks, the firms can easily 
think themselves immune from 
the checks and balances which, 
im varying degrees, limit the 
power of other Estates. 

As a former government 


official, whe now teaches law, 
said recently of his friends in 
Fortas’ firm: ‘There are 
some people who begin to 
believe that the rules that 
apply to ordinary’ mortals 
don’t apply to them.’’ 

It is not really surprising 
that cracks in the system 
would one day appear, and 
then widen. Fortas’ spectac- 
ular fall from grace and his 
firm's probable decline are 
symptomis of the same rotting,

Political power has dimin- 
ished: at the top of the old

And so the struggle for a 


smaller amount of power 
between a larger- number of 
top men becomes more in- 
tense.

“It’s an amazing process! 
Cones (millions of them) are 
put through an‘ operation that 
includes drying, tumbling and 
bouncing. to release their 
precious seeds. ‘Living gold,” 
as Bruce Devitt calls them. 

These im turn are scalped 
(that's the word) de-winged 
and thoroughly cleaned before 
being poured into ceilophane 
bags and placed in storage for" 
planting. 

The Duncan centre supplies 
seed for all forest districts in 
the province.

Standing in front of . the 
storage sheds where 18 thou- 
sand sacks of cones..can be 
kept on wooden slatted 
shelves at one time, this 
doesn’t look too difficult, a 
task. ;

Reds Vow 
To Shut Down 


Post Bureau 


WASHINGTON (WP) — The 
Soviet Union Friday told the 
United States that it would be 
compelled to close the Moscow| 
bureau of The Washington Post 
if the paper continued to publish 
the articles by Anatole Shub. 

Alexander P.  Yevstafyev, 
press counsellor at the Soviet 
Embassy, called on Adolph 
Dubs, acting director of the 
state department's office of the 
Soviet Union, and characterized 
the series of articles, written 
by Shub after he was expelled 
from Russia on May 23, as 
“filthy attacks.” 

According to a state depart- 
ment spokesman, Dubs’ rejected 
out of hand the characterization 
and told the Soviet official that 
Shuh was an independent jour- 
nalist and The Post an indepen-} 
dent newspaper. 

Dubs then asked Yevstafyev 
why he had not complained to 
the Post, but got no answer, 

The articles were published in 
the Victoria Times this week. 

Shub was expelled from 
Russia for alleged anti-Soviet 
writings, and given 48 hours to 
leave the country. In retaliation, 
the United States expelled a 


That’s why. seed forester 
Devitt. and his: men ‘must 
make an educated guess and 
from, it maintain a supply of 
seeds and seedling at the 
Duncan centre to last over the 
sterile period.

They are taken from stor- 
age shelves, and dumped from 
the sacks on wire screen trays 
in “a dry kiln room. in the 
heart extraction plant. Here 
they are “cooked and dried” 
to make them open and ready 
to give up their seed. 

Temperature in the kiln 
must be watched carefully. 
‘Tt. must always be remem- 
bered that what we are 
handling ‘here must remain 
alive,” the seed forester” ex- 
plained 

Fans in the roof of the kiln, 
working clockwise and then 
counter-clockwise on a three- 
hour cycle, help do the trick. 

It takes. approximately 24 
hours. to put a batch through 
(250 to.300 bushels). 
height of the extraction 
season, there’s one. lot going 
in and another coming. out, 
seven days. a week without a 
break. 

When they corne out of the 
kiln, the dried cones are 
placed on a moving conveyor 
belt in a huge drum. Here, in 
a rough and tumble process, 
seeds are dropped into con- 
tainers below the belt and the 
husks are discarded. 

* * * 

Now it’s the seeds turn to 

be pushed and shoved around. 


They go through a com-, 


mercial type vacuum cleaner 
(“adapted to our special 
needs,” | Mr. Devitt. says) 
where they are scalped and de- 
winged. That means sucking 
and blowing off tiny spurs 
that are of no further use. 
are tossed into what 

looks like an out-sized cement 
mixer for a cleaning. They go 
into another machine where 
bits of rock, husks and other 
debris are separated and 
discarded. | | 

Finally they end up on a 
gravity table where continu- 
ous vibration divides the 
heavy fromthe light 
tosses out any junk that_is 
left. 

Now, Bruce Devitt and his 
staff can be’ reasonably ‘sure 
they have a lot that is 90 per 


fertile..So the seeds are sent 
on to a room where they are 
bagged in pound lots, ready 
for storage. : 

The bags are tagged—again 
to show where the cones were 
picked—and a sample goes to 
an efficient little laboratory in 
the office block ‘at, the centre 
for final analysis. 

At present over-all ‘ sowihgs 
in various forest districts in 
the province give 52 to 53 mil- 
lion new ‘trees annually. By 
1975, Bruce Devitt predicts this 
will increase to 75 million.

In the meantime Cptain 
Robert McClure was given 
credit for the discovery which 
he made while searching for 
Franklin in 1850. 

However, McClure did not 
sail through the Arctic- be- 
cause his ship was caught in 
the ice and he and his men 
had to walk to Melville Island 
where they were rescued. 


The first explorer to sail 
‘through the ‘Northwest Pas- 
sage was Roald Amundsen 
who took three years to get 
through from 1903 to 1906, The 
conquest had taken 400 years. 


Perhaps the greatest 
achievement was that of the 
second ship to get through, 
the RCMP pat¥ol boat “St.
